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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 29-40 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's IDS 
submits previously unconsidered art Holloway 6040249- it should be noted that the Holloway 
reference is similar art to that of claim 29- however Holloway teaches that the annealing 
performed occurs during nitrogen ion exposure which assists in confining the nitrogen to only 
the upper half (or third). In contrast the recited claims teach forming the nitrogen within the gate 
oxide and subsequently annealing the gate oxide and through this post anneal the nitrogen 
remains confined. In other words the claim should be considered sequentially. Therefore the 
Holloway reference does not anticipate the language of claim 29 and claim 29 is deemed 
allowable over prior art. Consequently claims 30-40 are also in condition for allowance.
